ST. LOUJS, April 25— (JP^ — 
-hiy Co llecto r Frank A. Britto n 
hd nearly 3,500 do g licenses in 
a little mo re than fo ur ho urs Mo n­ 
day and sto pped o nly because he 
ran o ut o f fo rms. Last year he 
issued o nly 8,543. 
The rush w’as o ccasio ned by 
quarantine requiring all do gs be 
pro perly licensed and co ntro lled
